The commjtlee'a report aald

"mlddte-aged neighborhoods" 
Hhreatened wlth d(;cRy."Tt-BBtd Blums 
are dereloplng faster than they are 
being eradicated. 

The committee attributed the 
growth of slums not only to physi- 
cal deterioration, but to "raelal 
prejudice, tho Intliuc of peoples un- 
familiar with urban living, greed, 
poverty and lack of Interest on tha 
part ol the community, as a whole." 
. ■De-Density" Area 
It recommended that the city's 
over-crowded Negro area tw "dei- 
deiuJfled" by movliur "a sizable 
portion" of, their occupants to new 
sites, both Inside and outside the 
city. 

"This, will aeceseltab! the general 
aceepUnca ol the open occupancy 
Idea," the committee said, "which In 
turn must rest on widespread edu- 
cational campaigns . . 

On the other hand, Che committee 
said, "fcdponslble ieadera In the 
Negro community most Inltlata a 
concerted effort to discourage the 
continued Inflow ot people whose 
presence can only compound the 
present dftflcultlca." 

It aloo urged city olllclals to 
work with Uie Puerto itlciui gov- 
emment "to prevent Inrtlaerimlnnto 
migration which cannot lio nbrwrb- 
ed without further aggrnvatlon of 
slum conditions."
